The entire sbsorption of the pablic mind in
the grave gquestious whivh nodurlic the Preal-
dential elevtion Lss cansud the procesdiogs of
the recent Triwnvial Convrntion of the 'rotess
tant Hpiscopal Churoh of tha Uuited Siates to
bo regurded with jar lesd iuterest than natu-
rally belongs to matters of 80 much real
dignity and importavos.  The act Iy éxoup-
tional. 1t 18 ouly at 1ntervals of Lwelve yuars
that the aesslovs of tula body nre colnoident
with the condact of olir most Womentons poll-
Vioal oampaign, aud at othar tiwes i delibe-
rations attraut, s they dessrve, & degres of
attention second 1o that whivh s beoned oa
no other seoular or religions orgsulzation,  As
this junotury, jost ae the Cobvention huy ad-
Journed, abd jort kefors the culmmation of
the politioal guylliet &% the p Al wo may, per-
baps, profitably suowmit oue or Lo Gousidy ra-
tious suggested by tue revcut debites,

It may fairly bs deemad & subjoot of oon-
gratulation that, o respeot of geographical
lines, the Protestaut Ept-copal Church to this
gonutry was never belore ro thoroughly aund
gordially nnited  [lappily relleved of the dis-
turbivg elemesnt of sfavery, which at all times
heretolore 1brestened ils severaunce at aoy
moment, the Cunroh now recoguizes, indeed,
no jenloneiss betwern North aud South, aod
where autagonisiu imight have otherwise baen

ainfully exprvted, wa have sesn oaly the
Yv:ppleﬁt maulfestation of the *“uuity of the
gpirit in the bood of pesce.”  This is vo light
or trivial matter, aud gives the highest vo-
pcouragement for the future brotherhood of
onoe disoordaut rections on the wodaring basia
of mutnal forbesrauoe and good-will.

It is also & bopeiul rign ol the times that in
the recent disvussivus the most ivflnential, if
not the most promivent, pirt was borns by
the laity. No ous cin bave read tue daily
abstract of what wus enid and done in the
Convention witbout being struck with this
faot. We cavpot avd would unot jgoore, of
oourge, the impression wads by the speeches
of euoh distinguishel clerioal deputiss ai Rav,
Dra. Haight aud Littlejohn, of New York,
Howe and Goodwin, of Penuvsylvania, Meaad,
of Conneotiout, Aduws, of Wisvonsin, Mahan,
of Maryland, Audrews sud Norton, of Vir-
ginia, and Gadsien, of Houth Carolina—all
clear thiukers aud forviblsa speakers, who
never roge withent commauding attention.
And yet, afler all, larguly as the time of the
Convention was tak<u up with the varioas
topics upon which thess able aud learned
divines touched in debate, it ia clear that
the aotion of  the budy was determined
rather by the couuvsels of the distinguished
laymen who had reats npon the floor. Thess
deputies, indeed, abstuioed from frequent or
protracted epeaking, but npon all guestions
of parlismentary law, in pointing out the
dangers of Lasty and ill-oonsiderad legisla-
tion, and in warning the Convention from
making canons which should possibly conflict
with existing statuts laws aud other control-
ling influences of the varions States, their
advice was of the greatest gignificance and
value. Few ecclesiastical assemblies have bad
g0 great a number of ewivent practical men
from the body of the people. The experience
and learning of Bamunel I, Ruggles and Hamil-
ton Fish, of New York; the quick peroeption
and thonghtful wisdow of Messrs. Welsh and
Conyvgham, of Peupsylvania-—tha last named
a Judge; the calm, clwar wods of stat«mant of
Mesara, Battle, of North Carolina, Ous, of
Illivoir, and Bhefley, of Virginia—all accns-
tomed te prouvounee legal judgments from the
bench; the sharp, incisive logic of Mr.
MoCrady, of Bouth Carolina, aud ths stardy
good eeunsa of Governor Stevenson, of Ken-
tucky; these high intsllecinal endowwments
would have illustyated auy deliberative assom-
bly, no matter for what parposes bronght to-
gethar, The participation of sunch men in ths
affalra of the Church must enhanes its offi-
cienoy in elevativg eecisty to the standard of
Christisn morals, 4t ooce bepefitting Charch
and State by a direct apd retroactive agency,

All right-minded perzouns, within or wiih-
out the communion of the Episvopal Church,
will rejoioes that the debates of the Conven-
tion were conduocted throughout in the most
courteous gpirit, apd that even upon poinls
of difference, where rchiem bad been feared
but waa happily averted, thers was au amen-
ity of temper that became Christian mean
seeking to serve the cuause of their Master.
Twioe during the session, the ordinsrily
gimple and couversational styla of epeech
stirred the eympathy of all hearers., The
first ocoasion wa4 in the statement by Rav.
Mr. Rogers, of Texns, of the necessity of
§i!’in‘ help to the Bahop in discharging his

plscopal funotions in  that wvast diousse.
The second was in the presentation by Hon.
B. Johnson Barbour, of Virginia, of a raport
on the destitation of the clergy aud the
nrgeney of providing for their reliaf.  Mr,
Barbour's remaiks were iustinot with the
deepest fealivg wud expressed io a phrase of
apatndied yot miajretic dioton, and they
commauded the greater attention from the
faot that all saw sud felt tlhac at last the nse-
foloess and perpetuity of the Churh ds-
pended upon the recoguitivnof the SBoriptural

The Nitlonalities Question in Europo.

On mo subjest fo modern times has thare
been 0 mudh gense avd 50 much noossnée
gpoken srd written a8 on what, for tha sake
of distinetuesr, wo way osll the pationalities
question in Barope. Tnis qnestion, though
pot exactly pew, has beeu held 2o prominently
Lefore the publio mind of the worid sinos 1852
that the presnmption is that history will iden-
tify it with the pawe of Nupolsou ths Tulrd
aud with the Second French Bmpire. More
than &py other it has been the Earopsan
question for the last sixtesn years.

W hat, then, is this guestion of nationall-
tiea ! Bric fy, in its popular and pgovern-
mental acceptation, it awonots to this—that
peoples, idestival 1o their origln and revealing
characteristios peounliar to a raow shonld be re-
garded in the light of & nation and entitled to
a pation's privileges. This dootrine in its
applioation has begotten, not illogioally, re-
sults the most diverss aud apparently contra-
dictory. It has, for example, swept out of
existence all the petty kivgdume and daghies
of Italy, and, with the siogla exception of the
domains of the Pops, it bas given the Italian
peninenla to the [talinus, 1t has produoced
similar fruit in Germany. For the first time
in many gensratioos Germwany, under the
lead of Prussia, bhas becoms a nuitin fact, not
in pame merely. Toewnification in Germany
bas not as yet beocms 80 oomwplete as it ia in
Italy; but the tendency towards complete uni-
fication is, ir possible, mors devided io the
forwer thap in the latter. These are the most
strikipg exawples of the sncoess of this doe
trine. Bat the prineiple is at work elsawhera.
It is firing the hearts of every Solavie peoplsio
the northeast of Europa, and it is now all bat
universally belisved that if Rassis is not to
reccive within her wide embrace the entire
Slavonic !family, 8 pvew kingdom or empire
must spring np on the bsnks of the Dannba.
To the gouth of the Balkan rangs the priacipla
is equally active. The Christisus of that por-
tion of the Turkish empire, prond of their
Grecian origin aud impstient of the dowmioa-
tion of & foreign race, louyg aud lahor and pray
for the rennion of their entirs peopls and the
estublishment of a Biate worthy of their num-
Lers aud their ancient renown, The prineciple
iz at work in France, and encourages the an-
uexation of Belginm 28 wall a8 encroschments
cn the Rhive,
wholly inactive in Spain sud Portugal; aad it
is pot Iwpiobable that it may reveal its
gtrength at no distaut day by giving anity to
the whole peninsula.

In all those oares the natfonality principla
bas led to the extinotion of petly governments
and to the agglomeration of Siuates. Toa re-
sult has been vuification, and nnifloation, if
not forced, wust be accepted a3 a gain to
homanity. Unilleation, lowever, 18 mnot
always the fruit o! this priveiple, In some
guarters it teara asunder with & violunce
even more flerce than that with which else-
where it strives to nuoite, To the Govern-
meut of Queen Victoria it has provel as

great an inconvenience ad it has been fonud |

a couvenience by Victor Emannel of Italy and
William of Prusela, The Irish people, olaim-
fug to be of a different race to their neighbors

across the ohavnel, insist on their rights as a |
pvatiovality—which meavs, of conrze, the esta- |

blishment of an Irish kingdom or of an Irish
republip. It has worked and it is still work-
ing destruction in Aunstria. It has already reat
the empire of the Hapsbargs in twain, Haao-
gary, althongh she calls Fraveis Josaph king,
has practically severed herself from the emn-
fro. What Haovgary has won Galicia and
johemia teek to acquire. The resalt in
Austris has been, not unity aud autonomy,
but doalism; snd dualism threéstens to ba-
comé plaralism, whicl mwan+ the dismember-
meut and destruotion of the ewmpire, Tuos
fruit of the patiopality dovtrine has thus not
been an unmixed good. If it has been the
occarion of joy it has alko been the ocoasion of
gorrow. 11 it continues 1o work a3 sotively in
the emrly futoae as iv has dope in the imma-
diate past, it will cowpletely transiorm the
map of Earope; but iy will still ba a quastion
whether the transformation will be & gain to
civilization. lossmoch a8 nationalities ars
not all equally strong, there will atill ba weak
governments, and time will bs reqnisite to
prove whether the weak will be more gently
dealt with by the strong nuder the new con-
dition of thiugs than they were under the old,
Much a8 this doctrine has accomplished in
Enrope, and much as it muy yet acoomplish,
it would pot ba difficult to show that it rests on
no solid foundation, that community of reli-
glon and lavgusge bhas wore to do with the
desire for antosomy than identity of race, and
that the npatiouality dootrine has been and

There is apother reflection, a domestic one,
thatis suggested by the article in the Puli
Mall, 1vis this;—Tu dwelling on the statistios
of recongtruction, much streas ie laid on the
figures in the case of Sonth Carclioa, but only
beoansa in Bouth Carolins alone has apything
like & complete exbibit Leen made. Ths Demos
oratio Committes in that States put forth a de-
tailed statement, which showed how many
whites apd npegroes wera in the pretended
convention and legislature respectively, aud
what taxes these worthiea severally paid, or
rather did uot pay. Couopled with this was a
dissection of the thing called deonstitution;
and the influence of this exhibit may ba jodg.d
from the fact thiat it now comes back to us
from Epgland. As we have by no means dons
with reconstruotion yet, it is desirable that in
ths cther States of the South decuments simi-
lar to the one above deseribed in the oase of
Sonth Carolina be prepared, and in trust to
nseiat euch effort as may be mads we sabjoin a
eyllabus for geveral gnidange:—
